Aboard the USS Birming- 
ham in the Pacifice—Two El- 
ba, Ala., Navy men, George 
Dewey Sanders, seaman 2-c, 
wife is Mrs. 
Mary H, Sanders, and James 
iywin Farris, carpenter's 
mate, l-c, USN, Route 3, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. 8. L. Farris, 
serve aboard this ship which 
ean look back on 121,500 
miles of fighting the Axis 
from the invasion of Sicily 
to the battle of Okinawa. 

The Birmingham — struck 
at Okinawa targets SIX 
months prior to the landings 
and gave fire support to 
minesweepers clearing the 
upproaches to the island. 
During the campaign, she 
sank thousands of tons of 
shipping. 

Operating with the famed 
3rd and Sth Fleets and Task 
Forees 88 and 58, she bom- 
barded Wake Island, parti- 
cipated in air strikes on Tar- 
awa, took three hits at Bou- 
gainville, shelled Shortland 
Island and hurled her might 
into the assaults on Saipan, 
Tinian and Guam. 

At Mindanao, she sank 
3,000 tons of shipping and 
assisted in the destruction 
of another 3,000. At Bou- 
gainville, she blasted four 
Jap planes out of the Sky 
and scored hits on 11 others. 

Following the battle for 
Leyte Gulf, the Birmingham 
was damaged for the second 
time. She had gone along- 
side the USS Princeton to 
battle fives resulting from a 
airect hit. The ships lay in 
a trough of the rough wa- 
ters separated by about 50 
feet when a_ terrific blast 
from exploding bombs and 
torpedoes in the Princeton 
rained death on the decks 
of the Birmingham. 

After three months for re- 
pair, the Birmingham steam- 
ed out again to take part in 
the lwo Jima operation and 
the battle for Okinawa.

HORRORS OF GERMAN 
PRISON CAMP ARE 
DESCRIBED IN LETTER 


Mr. M. L. Boothe, Elba Rt. 
5, recently received a letter 
from his scn, Grady, who 
lives in Columbus, Ga., 
enclosing a clipping taken 
from a Columpus- paper 
which says: 


“Atrocities of a German 
prison camp deseribed in a 
letter received by Mrs. Chloe 
Shephard, 901 15th street, 
from her husband, Cpl. Ed- 
die GC. Shephard, in  Ger- 
many. 

“Cpl. Shephard has been 
in the Army for the last 24% 
years. Fourteen months 
were spent overseas. Follow- 
ing is part of his letter: 

“T have seen men killed, 
1 have seen places before 
where various atrocities 
were committed by the 8. 8S. 
troops of the German high 
command, but what I saw 
here will forever be marked 
in my mind. This camp was 
nothing but a place of busi- 
ness for wholesale murder. 
A systematic — slaughter- 
house for human beings. The 


shaughter - house a few 
months ago housed about 
80,000 prisoners. 

“On an average, 20,000 


persons a month were mui 
dered here. At times when 
business was good they kill- 
ed 1,000 a day. As I first 
entered the camp to my 
right was a pile of bodies. I 
counted 300, then I got sick 
and had to quit. - 

“T met a Frenchman who 
has been here for the last 


six months and he speaks 
very good English. I was 


glad because he could tell 
me things I wanted to know. 
He was six feet tall and only 
weighed 80 pounds. He told 
ine that the prisoners receiv- 
ed only one slice of bread 
every 24 hours and meat 
was rationed 40 pounds to 
500 men. They were given 
water once every other day. 
The men were required to 
work from 12 to 18 hours a 
day in factories around the 
camp. They made every- 
thing from cigaret lighters 
to heavy guns. Men died 
like flies. Eleven died at 
one time. 

“As we continued deeper 
into the camp we came upon 
a gray building which the 
Frenchman said was the 
slaughter-house. Here the 
Germans would take pris- 
oners who were unable to 
work and burn them _ to 
death. Their shouts could 
not be heard above the large 
fans that were going inside 
the building. 

“The next room we came 
upon there were human 
heads hanging all over the 
walls. Blood was all over 
{he place. This particular 
room was used for the study 
of anatomy. The Germans 
would take a victim into 
this room and strip him of 
all clothing, strap him to a 
table and see who could do 
the smoothest job of cutting 
off the arm, leg or head. A 
prize was given for the best 
job. 

“T hope this story will help 
some people to realize why 
we must not stop fighting 
until every Nazi and Hitler- 
ite is completely destroyed,” 
he concluded.

ISAAC'S TESTIMONY TO GOD 

LESSON TE —Genesis 26:19-33. 

GOLDEN THEXT-Blessed be the Lord 
3od, the God of Israel, who only doeth 
wondrous things,—Psalin 72:18, 


A man of peace in a wartorn world 
may seem to be a bit out of place, 
but he assuredly is not if the neace 
he has and promotes is the peace of 
God, 

Our world has seen anew a dem- 
onstration of the awful results of the 
philosophy that might makes right. 
Violence and bloodshed have been 
man's way of asserting his supposed 
or assumed rights. One could hope 
that we are now ready to recognize 
that we need a new viewpoint, that 
patience and meekness are not 
weakness, that kindness and love are 
Christian virtues worth emulating 
and cultivating. 

That result can come only if men 
will recognize Christ as the King of 
their lives and nations will receive 
His Word as their law, Let us pro- 
claim His truth and the gospel of 
His grace anew, and win all we can 
to Him. 

Isaac Was a man of peace, He 
was a rather ordinary man, one of 
the common people, but his life is 
both interesting and instructive. He 
had come through varied experi- 
ences of victory and defeat before 
the time of our lesson, Fearing a 
famine, and apparently not trust- 
ing God at the moment, he had gone 
down from the promised land to the 
country of the Philistines, there re- 
digging the wells which his father 
Abraham had dug. The result was 
that he prospered. Ere long, how- 
ever, envy on the part of his ene- 
mies taught Isaac that one may ex- 
pect 

I. Strife in the World (vv. 19-21). 

Isaac had prospered, but he was 
still out of the promised land, and 
while he was in the land of Philis- 
tines he could expect no permanent 
peace, 

We are in the world. We long for 
peace, and would throw all our in- 
fluence and service into the cause 
of bringing a righteous peace to the 
troubled peoples of the world. But 
let us not be misled by that desire 
into the support of unscriptural and 
impossible peace programs. This 
world is a sinful world, and as long 
as that is true, there will be strife 
and war, 

Our business in such a world is 
to preach the gospel of grace, win- 
ning men to Christ, that they may 
become men of good will. Isaac was 
such a man, willing to yield even 
what seemed to be his right, rather 
than cause contention. 

Undoubtedly there are times when 
one must defend his name and his 
possessions, but all too often those 
who do ‘‘stand for their rights’’ have 
wrecked homes, churches, and na- 
tions, and have gained nothing but 
an empty victory. 

The peace of this world is tem- 
porary. Is there then no real abid- 
ing peace and joy? 

Il. Joy in God’s Fellowship (vv. 
22-25). 

When Isaac came up into Canaan, 
the land which God had promised to 
him, he found real peace and an 
abiding joy in renewed fellowship 
with God. Even soa the Christian 
man and woman who will step out 
of a spiritually destructive fellow- 
ship with the ungodly world and 
come over wholeheartedly into the 
spiritual Canaan of full consecration 
and separate living, will find true 
peace and_ satisfying communion 
with God, 

II. Testimony in Right Living (vv. 
26-31). 

These men were wicked men, even 
speaking falsehood in their claim 
of friendship toward Isaac (v. 29). 
Now that they perceived that God 
was continually blessing Isaac in 
spite of their repeated injustice to- 
ward him, they decided it would be 
well to make a covenant of friend- 
ship with him, Even those who fol- 
low the way of war and aggression 

cannot deny the effectiveness of true 
Christian testimony. 

Observe also that by his patience 
and kindness, Isaac ultimately made 
friends out of his enemies, ‘‘It is 
better to turn enemies into friends 
than to beat them, and have them 
enemies still.’ And so this man 
with the patient, self-sacrificing 
spirit brought peace not only to him- 
self, but to those about him, because 
he believed and trusted God, ‘‘When 
a man's ways please the Lord, he 
maketh even his enemies to be at 
peace with him’ (Prov. 16:7). 

IV. Blessing in Service (vv. 32, 
33). 

The thing to do when the selfish- 
ness of others is about to cause 
strife is to go and ‘‘dig another 
well.’ If we will do that, we will 
find that God has been there ahead 
of us and prepared a rich flow of 
fresh water with which we may re- 
fresh and encourage ourselves, 

Isaac’s men said, ‘‘We have found 
water," and he then named the 
place Beersheba, which means “the 
well of the oath,’’ referring undoubt- 
edly to God's fulfilled promise to 
bless him. He had found the way 
of peace, fellowship and blessing, 
because he had gone God’s way,

GREAT BRITAIN: 
Future Outlook 


Though profoundly affecting Great 
Britain’s internal economy, the 
sweeping victory of the Laborites in 
the first general election since 1935 
is not expected to appreciably alter 
the country’s foreign policy based 
on maintenance of the empire to as- 
sure comparatively high living 
standards. 


Notwithstanding the fact that the 
Laborite triumph represented the 
ascendancy of leftism in the United 
Kingdom, the fact remains that the 
country is so dependent upon the 
empire for raw materials and mar- 
kets to support its industrial struc- 


Laborites Attlee, Morrison, Bevin. 


ture that retention of ties abroad, 
strength on the seas and control over 
vital bases undoubtedly will remain 
the substance of its foreign policy. 

With Laborites ruling, concessions 
may be made to Leftist elements in 
Europe and elsewhere, but in over- 
all policy, Great Britain's historic 
diplomacy will remain essentially 
British. ead 


At home, however, tradition-bound 
old Britain may be in for a radical 
remodeling, with the Laborites’ plat- 
form for nationalization of industry 
tempered by the amount of private 
management that will be tolerated, 
Under Prime Minister Clement Att- 
lee, former Minister of Labor Ernest 
Bevin and ex-Minister of Home Se- 
curity Herbert Morrison, goals of the 
Laborites include: ' 


Consolidation of all railroads, 
commercial carriers on highways 
and coastal shipping into one trans- 
portation unit under government 
control; nationalization and mech- 
anization of all coal mines and im- 
provement of working conditions by 
increasing production; socialization 
of the iron and steel industry and 
the Bank of England. 


SECURITY CHARTER: 
Fight Ahead 


With only a scorching address by 
Senator Wheeler (Dem., Mont.) 
marring the even temper ofthe de- 
bate, the United Nations security 
charter headed for quick senate 
ratification, with indications that the 
big'battle lies ahead when the upper 
chamber will consider the power of 
the U. S. delegate and the contribu- 
tion of armed forces. 


Declaring that like President Wil- 
son the late Mr. Roosevelt had jeop- 
ardized the prospects for successful 
postwar collaboration by conces- 
sions to the major European pow- 
ers, Wheeler himself foreshadowed 
an impending fight over details of 
U. S. participation. Though he would 
vote for ratification, he said, he 
would do so only on the strength of 
statements that the senate would 
later work out operational arrange- 
ments. 

Prior to Wheeler’s speech, Sena- 
tors Connally (Dem., Texas) and 
Vandenberg (Rep., Mich.) advocat- 
ed ratification, stressing that the se- 
curity pact in no way affected 


VET TAXES: 


Servicemen have been exempted 
from paying several kinds of taxes 
by the action of state legislatures 
convening this year, the Federation 
of Tax Administrators reports. 

‘Pax exemptions which servicemen 
have been granted include those for 
income, property, veterans loans 
and motor vehicles. In addition, one 
state has exempted estates of de- 
ceased servicemen from taxation 
and two states have abated unpaid 
taxes of persons dying in service.

| U. S. sovereignty but did provide 
the country with an opportunity to 
exercise its self-determination for 
effective international co-operation 
to prevent future warfare. 


PACIFIC: 
Allied Terms 


Trembling under the bombard- 
ment of Allied air and naval forces, 
Japan was threatened with even 
greater catastrophe by U. S., British 
and Chinese chieftains unless the na- 
tion gave up the hopeless fight and 
set about the establishment of a 
peaceful and democratic rule. 

The Allied answer to rampant 
peace talk, the U. S., British and 
Chinese declaration issued in Pots- 
dam where the Big Three met, 
called upon the enemy to rout its 
militaristic leadership, relinquish 
control of conquered territory,’ and 
submit to occupation for fulfillment 
of terms. In return, political and 
religious thought would be respect- 
ed, and Japan eventually permitted 
to resume its place in foreign trade. 

Though issued from Potsdam, 
Russia conspicuously refrained from 
joining in the declaration, lending 
credence to reports that the Soviets 
had acted as middlemen in a Jap 
peace overture, expressing willing- 
ness to comply with major Allied 
terms, but asking for exemption 
from occupation of the home islands. 

Even as the Allies called upon 
Japan for unconditional surrender, 
Admiral ‘Bull’? Halsey’s mixed 
U. S. and British aircraft carrier 
force continued its heavy attacks on 
Nippon, with one great 1,200-plane 
strike further battering the enemy’s 
already stricken navy. 


Sweeping in against minor oppo- 
sition, Halsey’s Hellcats ripped up 
20 Japanese warships in the Inland 
sea, with three battleships, six air- 
craft carriers and five cruisers dam- 
aged. As a result of the attack, 
the enemy reportedly has few war- 
ships in commission, with most of 
these being cruisers and destroyers. 

In addition to hammering the Jap- 
anese fleet units, Allied carrier pi- 
lots continued to whittle down en- 
emy air strength, and also further 
disrupted coastal shipping linking 
the home islands by firing cargo 
vessels and small barges. 


FRANCE: 


Petain Accused 


As the dramatic trial of Marshal 
Henri Petain moved smoothly fol- 
lowing a stormy outburst on the 
opening day over a barb by Pros- 
ecutor ,Andre Mornet that there 
were too many German-minded 
spectators present, none of the prin- 
cipal witnesses against the old sol- 
dier openly accused him of betray- 
ing his country. They charged he 
failed in his duties as a Frenchman. 

Nevertheless, former Premier 
Paul Reynaud and Eduard Dala- 
dier and ex-President Albert Lebrun 
rapped Petain unmercifully for ne- 
gotiating an armistice with the Ger- 
mans while an effort was made to 
keep up the fight; assuming supreme 
power and virtually ruling by de- 
cree, and acceding to Nazi requests 
for manpower and material. 

In testifying for the state, Dala- 
dier declared that France was not 
as weak materially at the time of 
her defeat as generally suspected, 
but fell because of errors in con- 
ception on the part of the general 
staff. Declaring the Germans were 
amazed to find huge quantities of 
equipment on hand, he said France 
possessed 3,600 tanks at the time 
of the invasion of Holland and Bel- 
gium to the enemy’s 3,200. 


Natives Go American 


Time was when natives of a Pa- 
cific isle came around seeking food 


and clothing from marines. Now 
they want athletic gear, says Sgt. 
Red O'Donnell.

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PRICE CONTROL: 
To Stick 

Despite the impending relaxation 
of price control over minor items, 
firm regulation will be maintained 
over principal products and services 
until supply balances demand so as 
to avert postwar inflation, OPAd- 
ministrator Chester Bowles de- 
clared., 

In loosening up on price control 
on minor items, OPA will take action 
when the commodity or service is 
not essential; continued regulation 
involves difficulties out of propor- 
tion to the importance of the prod- 
uct, and no materials, facilities or 
manpower will be diverted from 
more necessary industries. 

Because various manufacturers 
will be in the market for vast quan- 
tities of raw materials to fill orders, 
and civilian demand for essential 
goods, food and many services will 
far exceed supply, maintenance of 
price control in the immediate post- 
war period will be required for curb- 
ing runaway prices, Bowles said. 


WAR CONTRACTS: 
Keep Cutting 


With war production down 9 per 
cent from the peak level of March, 
the impact on the economy will grow 
as more reductions are made on 
actual work rather than on paper 
commitments. By the end of the 
year, munitions output is expected 
to drop 32 per cent below the March 
figure, 

Whereas cancellations of paper 
comprised 31 per 
cent of the cutbacks in April and 
14 per cent in May, such reductions 
made up only 5 per cent of the total 
in June. 

Reflecting cutbacks, aircraft pro- 
duction was down 10 per cent in 
June under May; ships, including 
maintenance and repair, down 5 per 
cent; guns and fire control, down 13 
per cent; 
down 16 per cent; combat and motor 
yehicles, down 8 per cent; commu- 
Meations and electronic equipment, 
down 5 per cent, and other material 
and supplies up 1 per cent.

UNITED NATIONS: 


Relief Requests 


Having already distributed $296,- 
563,000 worth of relief to Greece, 
Italy, Poland, Czechoslovakia, Yugo- 
slavia, China and Albania, the Unit- 
ed Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
administration (UNRRA) has been 
asked for $700,000,000 of assistance 
by Russia. 


At the same time, Deputy 
UNRRAdministrator Roy F, Hen- 
drickson revealed that trucks con- 
stituted the No. 1 priority for relief 
shipments to facilitate the move- 
ment of European crops. 


Under UNRRA regulations, unin- 
vaded nations are supposed to con- 
tribute both toward the relfef and 
administrative expenses of the proj- 
ect, with the invaded countries chip- 
ping in only for running the organi- 
zation. Of the $1,862,788,348 of au- 
thorized contributions of participat- 
ing nations, it was revealed, the 
U. S. share amounts to $1,350,000,- 
000. 


SUEZ TOLLS: 
U.S. Balks 


With U. S. troops pouring through 
the Suez canal en route to the Pa- 
cific, and with toll payments already 
mounting to over $11,000,000, the 
government again pressed the Brit- 
ish to absorb such charges under 
reverse lend-lease, 


In pressing the British, American 
authorities pointed out that the 
U. S. defrays the cost of British 
ships passing through the Panama 
canal, with such payments already 
past the $9,000,000 mark. 

Because the lend-lease act pro- 
vides that a country can supply ald 
from purchases with its own money, 
the British say they are not obliged 
to pay the canal tolls, since they 
must be made in Egyptian currency, 
Au it is, the British declare, they 
giready owe Egypt large sums for 
wartime purchases. 


TROOP TRAINING: 


An intensive training program 
faces veterans returning to the Unit- 
ed States from Europe before they 
are sent to the Pacific theater.

DDT eves to 
Be Medical Ace 


Say New Insecticide May 
Revolutionize Living in 
World of Tomorrow. 


WASHINGTON, — "DDT," the 


war - developed insecticide which 
may revolutionize living in 
world of tomorrow by controlling cer- 


tain diseases, is now a medical big 


shot and is being sprayed from 


trucks and airplanes to protect our 


soldiers but it first proved its worth 
on a mass scale beneath the dirty, 


flowing robes of louse-ridden Arabs 
and under the drab garb of inmates 


of French prisons in Africa. 


North Africa with “its sweating 
millions and unsanitary conditions” 
was chosen, the army says, as the 
initial tough proving ground for 
“DDT," the chemical which in labo- 
ratory and small scale human tests 
had shown sensational promise as 
a killer of malaria bearing mosqui- 
toes and typhus fever bearing body 
lice. 


“DDT” — or dichloro-diphenyl-tri- 
chloroethane—was developed as an 
insecticide in this country early 
last year, says the Chicago Tribune. 


Midway in 1943, after louse pow- 
ders and mosquito and fly sprays 
had been developed, Col. William 5S. 
Stone, chief of the army's pre- 
ventive medicine section in North 
Africa, obtained supplies of both and 
undertook the venture of trying 
them on a broad scale. 


Sirategy Is Needed. 


His little office on the steaming 
Algerian waterfront, the army says, 
was “pervaded by the ascending 
smell of sweating Arabs and decay- 
ing fish.’ There the American 
scientist mapped his strategy. 


He knew that American soldiers 
had partial protection against ty- 
phus because all of them were vac- 
cinated, but there still was the 
problem of the unvaccinated na- 
tives in the African theater—and he 
knew that most of them were crawl- 
ing with lice. 


To get at the lice which carry 
typhus, Stone knew he had to get 
down to the dusky hides of the 
natives, His plan was to send ty- 
phus control teams or “‘louse kill- 
ers'’ among the natives with the 
offer of dusting them with louse 
powders, free of charge. 


Stone had improvised dust guns 
that could be inserted up a man’s 
sleeve—or down a woman's back— 
so that the dusting could be done 
without the removal of clothing, an 
important point in a land where the 
natives keep their clothes on for 
months at a time. 


French colonial officials shrugged 
incredulously when they heard of 
Stone’s plan. 


Plan to Dust Shelks. 


“You'll get nowhere with 
Arabs," one sald. 


But Stone was convinced that the 
sheiks and their followers would like 
to stop scratching. So he and his 
typhus teams started making the 
rounds of a few villages. Many na- 
tives fled to the hills, but word soon 
got around that at long last an itch- 
less night’s sleep was to be had in 
old Araby—through the courtesy 
of the Yankees and their magic 
white dust. 


Native dock workers were next, 
And it was found that if the men 
were dusted only once a month, the 
lice could be kept at a “safe level’’ 
even though the men were exposed 
to lice in their own homes, 

That was all the proof the na- 
tives needed generally. Stone and 
his GI dusters did a rushing busi- 
ness. Natives flocked to the dusting 
stations as to a county fair. 

All this time, American soldiers 
were dusting their own undies with 
pocket-size cans of “DDT."’ At the 
end of 1943 only 14 mild cases of 
typhus fever, with no deaths, had 
occurred among all the American 
troops there that year.

With such signs frequently hung 
up in Schiaparelli’s, Guerlain’s and 
other famous perfumers—the Yank 
in Paris finds one of the few rea- 
sonably inexpensive pleasures that 
had been left him in this war-de- 
prived city is also gone. 

Not only that, when he can 
find perfume—which is about the 
only one of the ‘‘luxury’’ products 
remaining anywhere within reach of 
his $72-a-month salary—he finds, to 
his utter dismay, that the price has 
suddenly gone up 50 per cent. 

One of these Yanks who have been 
driven from gay night clubs to 
cheap cafes by champagne costing 
$12 a bottle, and forbidden to eat in 
restaurants, Pvt. George Andrews of 
Waltham, Mass., commented: **This 
is the last straw.”

LONDON, ENGLAND, — Seri- 
ously wounded German prisoners, 
unwilling to accept non - German 
blood, have been kept alive against 
their will by transfusions, Norman 
Bower, conservative member of 
commons said recently.
